Sister  Smith  defined  the  ruby  as 
signifying  ‘‘Courage  and  valor,”  the 
sapphire  as  ‘‘The  gem  of  truth,”  the 
emerald  as  symbolizing  friendship  and  the 
pearl  as  wisdom. 

“We  should  have  a generous  supply  of  all 
(gems)  as  we  create  our  crowns,”  she  went 
on.  “But  the  king  of  all  gems  is  the 
diamond.  It  is  the  hardest  substance  known 
and  stands  for  constancy,  skill,  industry 
and  utility.  It  has  the  ability  to  flash 
beautiful  colors  when  light  strikes  it.

Nixon  supports  Burton 


President  Nixon,  ending  his  month-long 
campaign  travels  Saturday  night  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Tabernacle,  called  for  election  of 
Utah’s  Republican  candidate  for  the  U.S. 
Senate  to  help  keep  the  promise  of 
providing  a new  generation  of  peace. 

Met  by  an  overwhelmingly  friendly 
audience  that  filled  the  8,000-seat 
Tabernacle,  the  chief  executive  said  that 
the  GOP  candidate,  Rep.  Laurence  J. 
Burton,  and  his  opponent  are 
“diametrically  opposed”  in  supporting  the 
President  on  major  peace  and  domestic 
issues. 

Although  never  mentioning  the 
opponent  by  name,  the  President  obviously 
was  referring  to  Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss,  the 
two-term  Democrat  seeking  re-election  in 
what  President  Nixon  labeled  as  a “key 
state”  in  the  congressional  campaigns. 


The  President’s  30-minute  addres.- 
televised  statewide,  was  interrupter 
serveral  times  by  applause,  receiving 
two-minute  standing  ovation  when  h 
remarked: 

“Those  who  carry  peace  signs  in  on 
hand  and  a bomb  in  the  other  are  th 
superhypocrites  of  our  time.” 

His  remarks  were  carried  by  loudspeake- 
to  persons  standing  on  the  Temple  Squar 
grounds  in  the  crisp  autumn  air.  Only  tw 
minor  embarrassments  occurred  during  th 
speech.  The  emblem  of  the  chief  executiv 
on  the  front  of  the  podium  dropped  of 
into  the  group  of  Republican  dignitaric 
and  candidates  sitting  in  front.  Th 
President  didn’t  appear  disconcerted. 

At  three  points  in  the  speech,  a man  i 
the  audience  cried  out  “fascist”  an 
“imperialist,”  but  he  was  ignored.

After  reading  Mr.  Porter's  and  Mr. 
Hamilton's  criticism  of  the  pamphlet 


to  "Men  of  BYU"  I suspect  they 
missed  the  point  (implying,  I suppose, 
that  I got  it).  Mr.  Porter  disapproves  of 
the  use  of  Mormonism  to  discredit  all 
forms  of  war  yet  he  seems  to  have 
overlooked  President  McKay's 
assertion  that  "war  IS  incompatible 
with  Christ's  teachings"  (quoted  in  the 
pamphlet).  Surely  Christ  does  not 
consider  war  desirable! 

Mr.  Porter  also  claims  the  three 
"criteria"  have  been  met  in  Vietnam 
(though  I disagree)  that  would  justify 
an  entrance  into  a war.  Not  compel, 
mind  you,  but  "allow"  if  the  Christian 
man  chose  to  do  so.  I think  it  is 
important  to  note  The  Mormon 
Church  freely  allows,  without 
condemnation,  its  members  to  obtain 
conscientious  objector  deferments  (an 
alternative  to  military  service). 

Mr.  Hamilton  quotes  President 
McKay  as  supporting  American  efforts 
in  World  War  II.  However,  I don't 
think  the  pamphleteers  mentioned 
World  War  II  but  rather  the 
Vietnamese  War.  I don't  think  the 
former  necessarily  implies  the  latter, 
even  on  the  basis  of  loyalty  to  country 
(it  was  hardly  "loyal"  for  the  Brethren 
to  practice  illegal  polygamy  but 
conscience  and  country  were  in 
conflict).  Perhaps  the  nature  of  war 
and  of  the  military  has  changed  since 
World  War  II.  Perhaps  the 
pamphleteers,  like  the  Brethren, 
perceive  a conflict  between  their 
conscience  and  country.  Which  is 
supreme? 

At  last  point,  Mr.  Hamilton  and  Mr. 
Porter:  Do  not  dismiss  the  1945 


warning  (quoted  in  the  pamphlet)  of 
possible  consequences  of  a "standing 
military,"  of  a "great  war  machine."  I 
fear,  along  with  the  pamphleteers,  that 
those  predictions  have  become  all  too 
true.

So  many  letters  end  up  in  the  dead-letter  file 
because  the  writer  failed  to  include  the  requested 
information,  or  forgot  to  sign  the  letter.

QUALIFIED 


Editor: 

The  article  about  Prof.  Bankhead's 
remarks  to  returned  missionaries 
prompts  this  response. 

I wonder  why  returned  missionaries 
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"should  have  a greater  right  to  run 
campus  politics"  than  any  other 
qualified  person.  Spirituality  is  not 
exclusive  to  RMs,  neither  are  political 
wisdom  or  qualification  for  office. 
Prof.  Bankhead's  remarks  appear  to 
mirror  a very  unfortunate 
self-righteous  attitude. 

"Intellectual"  is  not  a derogatory 
term,  even  if  it  is  often  used  here  to 
brand  people  whose  opinion  deviates 
from  the  common  norm  as  "radicals." 

As  Prof.  Bankhead  mentioned. 
President  McKay  rightly  referred  to 
theories  and  ideologies  "more  critical 
and  dangerous  than  mankind  has  ever 
before  faced."  I don't  think  he  was 
necessarily  referring  to  Pl8to  or 
Rousseau.  Study  of  these  philosophers 
seems  to  have  a tendency  to  open 
people's  minds  rather  than 
contaminate  them. 

The  most  unfortunate  part  of  Prof. 
Bankhead's  remarks,  however,  was  his 
statement  that  every  time  we  submit 
ourselves  to  a dialogue  (with  doctrines 
opposing  our  own  beliefs),  we  are 
influenced  by  Marxist  techniques  and 
doctrines.  May  I submit  that  every 
time  we  decline  a dialogue,  we  are 
closing  our  eyes  to  reality.  It  doesn't 
help  a bit  to  use  the  gospel  very 
conveniently  as  a blindfold  and 
pretend  that  "all  is  well  in  Zion."  By 
simply  closing  our  eyes,  these  things 
don't  go  away.  By  trying  to  learn 
about  them,  to  understand  how  they 
function  and  why  they  exist,  we  might 
very  well  put  ourselves  in  a position  to 
fight  whatever  is  contrary  to  our 
beliefs. 

I contend  that  a dialogue  has  never 
hurt  anyone  that  was  conscious  of  his 
own  position;  at  worst  it  helped  him  to 
widen  his  horizon.  People  that  point  to 
efforts  of  understanding  the  so-called 
'worldly'  doctrines  as  dangerous  and  a 
sell-out  of  principles  forget  Paul's 
exhortation  to  seek  after  those  things 
which  are  virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good 
report  or  praiseworthy,  and  the  Lord's 
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commandment  to  study  all  good 
books.  (D&C  88,  118).  There  is  a 
world  outside  this  Church  that  does 
not  produce  only  wicked  philosophies. 

As  for  the  Marxist  dialectic, 
according  to  the  way  Marx  teaches,  the 
dialectic  will  catch  up  with  us 
eventually  anyway,  whether  we  have 
any  interaction  with  the  opposing  ideas 
or  not.  The  dialectic  process  is  entirely 
mechanical  and  will  come  about  even 
when  it  is  fought. 

Some  would  like  to  wait  quietly  with 
their  eyes  closed  until  this  happens. 
Some  of  us  prefer  to  be  aware  of  the 
process  and  maybe  proving  Marx 
wrong  by  stemming  the  tide.

Chair- 
man of  the  legislative  committee  working  on  drugs  also  preparing  legislation  to 
couple  the  juvenile  court  with  the  district  court  and  designate  the  two  as  a family  court 
legislating  a program  to  handle  the  hard  core  delinquent.
